Croiiw,elIi and the neighboring districts 
are nov and have been for some time past 
in the lead as to business, e.s'cort returns, 
and other successful tendencies. We have 
not only left our former selves far in the 
rear, but most other gold-seeking popula- 
tions as well. And if tho Cariick Range 
water scheme become at an early date, as 
is promised, an accomplished fact, and the 
summer at Bendigo shall redeem the 
pledges of early spring, idle despondency 
would ill become us. Wo can without 
dismay look at our shortcomings. What 
is lacking to us in those features of pro- 
gress which show themselves elsewhere 
and in less prosperous parts of the Pro- 
vince, we can refer to without being open 
to the charge of croaking. A Building 
Society is a want among us. It would 
fill a gap in the town, and be an acquisi- 
tion to the settlei's outside. Hero we have 
lodges of Freemasons, Foresters, Oddfel- 
lows, and modern Templars in healthy 
working order. And Building Societies 
are more British tlian any of them. Why 
should v/e be behind here 1 The experi- 
ence of the last fifty years has proved the 
usefulness, economy, and safety of such in- 
stitutions. They have made to thousands 
all the difference between a prodigal waste 
and a life of frugality and thrift. And to 
the Britisher they are a kind of necessity, 
and with his hearth-worshipping and home- 
loving faculty, they often prove a friend 
in need. Monthly or yearly rent-payings 
for a d^yelling-pkco are ugly things in 
household economy. How wearisome is 
the ever-recurring demand ! To avoid 
this, sods, calico, and other frail material 
are engineered into resting-places for the 
weary worker. The place of eating and 
sleeping to many in this district is not and 
cannot be made r Lome. Indeed, the 
word.s home and house liiive nearly passed 
out of use amongst us. By a bold figure 
of speech, we may call many of the places 
of daily resort houses or homes, but in no 
other way : tliey are existing contrivances, 
and nothing better. A good Building So- 
ciety in the town would help at least to 
put a more hopeful feature upon the com- 
plexion of things, and remedy this felt and 
growing deficiency. Tliere are no reasons 
why we should not have such an institution 
here, — at least no reasons which are not 



found in other places where Building So- 
cioties are seen in successful operation. 
Building sites can be bad here at moderate 
cost. Builders, and building materials are 
abundant Rules can be obtained from 
kindred institutions: rules that have stood 
the test of trial a thousand times repeated, 
and are therefore entitled to the confidence 
of now beginners. Wages here are good, 
and most workers can find a weekly mar- 
gin, without stinting, to take up shares in 
such a society. We have among us a 
goodly, stock of managing talent that ia 
now rusting and running to waste, and 
that in a Building Society would find 
useful employment. And no other part 
of the Province could find a more profit- 
able employment for accumulated capital 
or more ample security. Such an institu- 
tion would stimulate the building trade of 
the town, and lend a helping hand to busi- 
ness of all kinds in the district. The mere 
depositor would be able to get a higher 
rate of interest for his surplus funds Bian 
the^ Banks are giving. In a Building 
Society, if managed with skill and economy, 
tho risks would be nil, and the benefits 
various. As instance, we saw not long 
ago a cheque in the hand of a depositor for 
over ten per cent, for a sum lodged in a 
Building Society, and that not very far 
from Cromwell. If a few of the leaders of 
public opinion would take up this ques- 
tion, and tide it over its early stages, a 
Building Society would soon be added to 
our other local institutions, and all those 
who are bora with the faculty of self-help 
would not fail to avail themselves of ad- 
vantages put within their reach.

The statement of the affairs of the Waka- 
tip Hospital recently published shows a de- 
ficiency of income, which is attributed to the 
inability of patients to pay. The proposal 
to throw the management of the institution 
on the hands of the Government is again . 
mooted, aa it was some time since under I 
similar circumstances ; but the public came 
to the rescue then and brought round a 
better state of things. There is not so 
much chance of the same being done now, 
owing to scarcity of population and depres- 
sion of the raining interest ; but strenuous 
efforts will have to be made, as it will never 
do to have patients turned away from its 
door to perish because they may happen to 
he poor and unfortunate. The fact of their 
not having been previously subEoribera to 
the hospital ought not to be a reason for 
closing the doors of a so-called charitahh 
institution upon them in their hour of 
greatest need, when such treatment may 
doom them to certain death ; and 1 am at a 
loss to conceive how such a proposal can be 
calmly looked upon by the Committee. It 
would be far better to send paid collectors to 
canvas the entire district thorouglily, and I 
feel sure that they will fiucceod in raising 
the requisite amount. 

Some of the Arrow men who attended as 
jurors at the District Court report that the 
girl Kate Waldera was acquitted on the 
charge of concealment of birth. 

The Phoenix tributers had a breakdown 
last week of a portion of the water race, 
also the belt of the amalgamator broke. 
Both accidents are now repaired and they 
started crushing again to-day. The yield, 
as far as they have gone, is fully etjual to 
expectations. ‘ 

Although the weather continues very un- 
favorable at the 12-Mile— most of the reefs 
having yet several feet of snow upon them — 
discovery continues to advance in the lower 
portion of the Cold, and a new reef has been 
found in the vicinity of that discovered by 
Raven and others, which is so promising as 
to have caused no little excitement. A dish- 
ful of rubble from it yielded 18 grains. It 
is the opinion of those best acquainted with 
the reefs that we have a field here equal to 
the Thames in iraportauce, and now that en 
terprlse is thoroughly aroused it v?ill not be 
long before it is ' tried. The municipal 
scheme for r-aising money for prospecting 
reefs, which the Government had agreed to 
subsidize, soeraa likely to fall through, and 
if so the money already in hand will he re 
turned to the subscribers, as dt is felt that 
private enterprise will carry out the work. 

The commonage continues to be completely 
overrun with sheep, and as a little while 
haclr sliecpownera were rigorously dealt with 
for this offence it will be a piece of culpable 
favoritism if the parties now trespaasing are 
not also brought to hook. If this is not 
done, a formal complaint will have to he laid 
before the Government very soon, as it was 
never intended that parties leasing small 
runs should also have the run of the great 
cattle commonage gratio. 

The Arrow cricket club has been re-organ- 
ised and will commence practice at once. 
This will bo a great benefit to the young lads 
who are eager to learn, and who will no 
doubt keep up the fame of the club. 

The dramatic club play the “ Octoroon” 
on Friday and Siiturday next. The utmost 
pains have been taken to ensure success. 
The performance will bo for tiie benefit of 
the Library, and I trust the club will receive 
the encouragement it deserves, as it is re.i!Iy 
a valuahle means of aiding charil.ahlo efforts 
and tends to elevate all concerned. 

The school examination by Mr Taylor re- 
sulted in a favorable expression of opinion 
as to tile proficieney of the scholars. The 
attendance at the school is increasing, as a 
number of children have now become old 
enough to .attend, so that the financial affairs 
of the Committee are improving. As the 
master’s reputation stands high and tlio 
school building is bealtly and commodious, 
tins state of things is ikely to continue.

The Great Central is a mine situated upon 
the opposite side of the Aurora gully, and in 
a line with the Aurora mine. It is well-de- 
serving of the name from its position, but 
the proprietors have not done much to prove 
its value. Gold is known to exist in the 
mine, and the difficulties that formerly beset 
the working of the mine no longer exist. 
Former parties had to send their quartz 
across the Aurora gully to the battery by 
means of .a wire rope. A good road is now 
cut in close proximity to the workings, and 
what would not pay in former days naight 
now be made to pay. I should recommend 
the proprietors to give their mine a trial ; it 
is really deserving of one.

It 
ia . great pity this district is so neglected by 
tie Government in tho matter of making 
oads or subsidising local parties in their 
construction. From the Eureka mine to the 
Alta battery is no great distance, and the en- 
gineering difficulties are very slight, only one 
gully having to be crossed. If the Govern- 
ment would assist, the Eureka Co. might see 
their way clear to cut a road to the Alta ma- 
chine. And until oiir batteries are connected 
by good roads with our quartz mines, which 
at present the majority are not, Bendigo will 
never come up to the position which its ro- 
sniirecs warrant. 

Tho Rise and Shine sluicing party have

Having occasion to visit Bendigo last week 
and fancying that a little reliable informa- 
tion regarding tho progress of tho place 
might interest your readers, I kept my eyes 
and ears open, and now proceed to give the 
result of my impressions, which, I may 
shortly state, were highly favorable. ‘‘ The 
gods help those who help themselves” is an 
axiom ■which seems now to bo generally 
adopted by Bendigo speculators, and had 
they been earlier alive to its truth the place 
would havo been much further ahead in the 
march of progress and prosperity. Having 
persistently harped on this string for years, 

1 naturally feel rather pleased that my pre- 
dictions are at last likely to be verified, and 
I feel no doubt as to their realization. 

Tlie Eureka Co., Rise and Shine gully, 
are getting out splendid atone, and apparently 
the quantity is unlimited. The claim will 
require to be opened as a quarry. 1 saw 
magnificent prospects w.,jshed from the rubble 
and gold is plentiful in the solid stone. A 
small rush set in the other day upon the 
supposition that the courso of the roof ran 
B. and W. in place of N. and S,, as indicated 
by the company’s lease pegs ; but from care- 
ful observation I am convinced that this is 
a mistake, and this was also Mr Ulrich’s 
opinion when he visited it. The company 
havo purchased the Alta mill and plant, dis- 
tant IJ miles, and will at onoo commence to 
construct a tramway from the mine to the 
mill, Tho opening of this mine will be one 
step towards the development of other reefs 
in me neighborhood as well as giving an im- 
pofiis to prospecting in that hitherto unap- 
preachahle region. 

fhe Deep Level Co. are progressing Tery] 
fapoi'ably. A gang of practical, hard work- 
ing minors have taken a sub contract, and 
hive driven, or will finisli in the mimtli, 34 
fSot. Cousidering tho hard country they 
lave to contoiid with, this is very good in- 
feed. A few w'eeks of such progress should 
[bring them to the first reef in tho crosa-ciit, 
known as “ Vic.’.s” which yielded originally 
from 17^ to 21 dwts. per ton at the surface. 
If this yield continues to the present depth, 
and with the prospect of cutting seven other 
reefs at very low levels, your readers may 
form their own opinions of the likelihood of 
success for this, tho first and deepest cross- 
cut in New Bcaland. 

The Lucknow Company have changed their 
management, and as soon as the necessary 
repairs, etc., are completed at tho mill, 
crushing operations will be commenced. The 
stone appears to bo payable, but upon this 
head, in view of former experiences, I de- 
cline to vouch ; but if care and attention are 
iikoly to insure this result, then Mr Reekie, 
who Inis charge of the battery, is tho right 
man to bring about such a desired consum- 
mation. 

The Cromwell Comptiny are prosecuting 
work steadily, sinking their main shaft, but 
apparently they cannot at present make tho 
mine keep pace with the mill. However, 
from tho continual gutting of tho upper 
workings to obtain dividende, without con- 
tinuing permanent .and necessary works, such 
as sinking shafts, etc. , such a result might 
have been expected. The stone continues as 
rich as ever, and the above is the only reason 
I can give for the small cakes of late. Time, 
however, will remedy this state of things, — 
■with c.arefiil supervision. 

The Hit or Miss will start crushing <at tho 
Aurora battery in a month, and we may then 
expect a monster cake if this reef does not 
belie its appearance. Tho Great Britain Co. 
are still prospecting, and as far as I could 
learn havo struck nothing of note yet. The 
old Alta claim has again been taken up for a 
trial.

Having their ground 
thoroughly well opened up, they will be en- 
abled to keep their machine going steadily 
with a comparatively small number of men. 
This claim is likely to be one of the best on 
tlie Garrick, ns it has been traced along on 
the line of reef, and at the lowest level that 
has been reached a fine body of stone, about 
five foot thick, has been reached. 

The Star of tho East has at last, after some 
difficulty, come on a fine body of stone, with 
exceedingly good prospects. Things for tho 
last two months have not looked very pro- 
mising, as tho reef was very thin, in many 
places there being only tho walls with hardly 
any stone ; but after sinking some distance, 
this body of stone was found, and in driving 
on it, it has widened out to about two feet, 
and is still increasing. Tho great evil is that 
the stone has to be moved so many times to 
r.aise it to the level of the present tunnel. 
There is no doubt that after having proved 
the reef some distance deeper, a new tunnel 
will be put in at a lower level, which wiU 
work the ground at much less expense. 

■in the Leader claim, the company have 
for some time been engaged driving a tunnel 
to cut the reef, which is expected to be ac- 
complished shortly. It is now in over 200 
feet, and although the country has not been 
particularly difficult, a large amount of 
timbering h.as had to be done. We under- 
stand that AIessts Logan, Dodson and 
Mackay have recently purchased intoresta in 
this venture, and that the name of tho com- 
pany will in futuro be the Alpine.

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SHOOTING OP CYRUS HALEY. 



I {Otiatclldn, Oct. 5.') I 

'■ Shottty after 7 o'oluok yesterday tnom- 
ing consider ble excitement was produced 
dll Stuart-stfeet, in cunsequence of the still- 
ness of the morning being broken by three 
shots, ■which followed each other iii quick 
succession. The cause of the firing soon 
found an explanation in the fact that the 
notorious Cyrus Haley had, for the second 
“time, attempted to escape from gaol, and 
had sacrificed his life in doing so. ■ We say 
the second time, for on the moi-ning nf 
February 23, 1873, Haley, ■while dusting 
carpets in the porch of the Ddnediu Gaol, 
cast a quantity of pepper in the eyes of| 
Warder O’Hagan, who had charge of him 
at the time, and then attempted to make 
good his escape. He only succeeded, how- 
ever, in reaching Cumberland-strcet, where 
he was recaptured hy the* warder, and 
again safely lodged in gaol. Previous to 
this, Haley was employed within the gaol 
-.—in the office, we believe, This indul- 
gence was now taken from him, and he was 
■sent to work in irons on Bell-hill. These 
he had to wear until . October last year, 
■when, in consequence of his wife being in 
Dunedin, and in order that she might not 
see him working in irons, they were taken 
off him, and dispensed with, in his case 
■ever since. The following is the account of | 
his attempted escape yesterday, as narrated 
by Sergeant Outralii, overseer of theprison- 
gang on Boll-hill : — At 7 ^clock this morn- 
ing I received 28 prisoners from Mr Cald- 
■\vell for the purpose of taking them to 
Bell -hill to work. We sot to work, and 
things went on quietly for about 20 
minutes ; then I heard Warder Nicholson 
say, “ Haley is off.” I at once gave the 
'Order for' the men to fall in, for I knew 
that Warder Miller was on the top of the 
hill, and that Haley ■'would run right 
against him if he were to go straight up 
the hill, Haley, having succeeded in 
climbing the face of the hill, made round 
by the e-ast end of the Firet Church. 
Warder Miller had, however, received the 
alarm, and he having run round the west 
■side bailed Haley up at the Moray-place 
end of the church, and told him to sbind. 
,The prisoner, instead of doing so,, jumped 
over the paling fence into the mansegarden, 
and ran acros-s.it in the direction of Stuart- 
■.street. Miller lost siglit of him for a time, 
but he soon after saw Haley' clear the fence 
into Moray-place. Miller kept up the 
chase, and also repeatedly called on Haley 
to -stand ; but his demands were paid no 
attention to by the runaway. Miller tlien 
Tired two shots, one into the air, and the 
other low down, for the purpose of trying 
whether that would cause the prisoner to 
stand, but they did not, Haley was now 
<70yds. or 80yds. ahead, and had reached 
the corner of Stuart street, when the 
■warder again called on him to stand, and 
'he again refusing to do. so, the warder fired, 
and Haley immediately fell dead, the ball 
ha'ving passed right through his body, and 
also through a package of papqrs which he 
had received from his wife, and which he 
had in his bosom. He never afterwards 
spoke, and the only sign of life apparent 
was a slight movement of the head. Idis 
body was then conveyed to Dunedin Gaol. 
‘On commencing work yesterday morning, 
Haley and another prisoner named Golil- 
‘smith, who also came do'wn to the Dunedin 
‘Gaol from Auckland along with him, were 
sent to drill a hole for blasting. Haley 
being somewhat out of sight behind a rock, 
ripjied up his trousers, and leaving them 
behind him, attempited to escape as above 
narrated, liaving no clothing on except his 
shirt, drawei'S; and boots. 

At an inquiry held the following day 
a verdict of justifiable homicide was re- 
'Turned, with a rider attached commending 
"wardar Miller for having done his duty.

Then they ran the meeting-housa 
out on the' turnpike beyond the town, 
whereupon the turnpike company notified 
them that its charges would bo £8 a day 
for toll. So they hauled it back again, 
and while going down the hill it broke 
loose, plunged through the fence of Dr 
Mackey’s garden, and brought up on toji 
of his asparagus bed. He is an Episco- 
palian, and he sued the brethren for da- 
mages, and the sheriff levied upon tlie 
meeting-house. The brethren jiaid the 
bill, and dragged the building out again. 
They wanted to put it in the court-house 
yard, but the judge, who is a Presbyterian, 
said that, after examining the statutes 
carefully, he could find no law allowing a 
Methodist meeting-house to be located in 
that place. In despair the brethren ran 
the building down to the river shore, and 
fitted it on a huge raft of logs, concluding 
to tie it to the wharf until tlicy could buy 
a lot. But as the owner of the wharf 
handed them, on the third day, a bill of 
25 dols. for wharfage, they ran the build- 
ing out and anchored it in the stream. 
That night a tug-boat, coming u]i the river 
in the dark, ran half-way through the 
Sunday-school room, and a Dutch brig 
came into collision with it, and wa§ drawn 
out with the pulpit and three of the front 
pews dangling from the bowsprit. The 
owners of both vessels sued for damages, 
and the United States authorities talked 
of confiscating the meeting house as an ob- 
struction to navigation. But a few days 
afterwards the ice-gorge sent a flood flown 
tlie river, and broke the building loose 
from its anclior. It was sub.sequ«itly 
washed ashore on Keyser’s farm, and ho 
said he was willing to let it stay thori at 
4 dols. a day rent until he was ready to 
plough for corn. And there it is yet. Tire j 
brethren are very imcertain what thty 
wil] do in the future.
